CIAPTER 81.

FOURTEENTIH JUDICIAL DISTRICT.

AN ACT creating the Fourtecnth Judicial District, and fixing the fime of hold-
ing courts therein,

Counties com-  SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the
prising. State of lowa, That the counties of Scott, Clinton and Jack-
son shall constitute the fourteenth judicial district.

Terms. Sec. 2. That the terms of court ¢hall be held in the
county of Scott on the first Mondays in February, April,
June and October in each year;

In the county of Clinton on the first Mondays in March,
May, September and November in each year;

In the county of Jackson on the third Mondays in Mareh,
May, September and November in cach year;

Dist. Judge.  Skc, 3. That there shall be elected a district Judge in
said district, on the first Monday in April uext, according to
the provisions of the act regulating the clection of district
Judges, approved February 16, 1847. The abstract of the
votes of the counties comnposing said district to be returned
to the county ot Scott, according to the provisions of the
third section of eaid act, and the person elected district
Judge shall be qualified to act, on receiving a certificate of
election, and taking the official oath, as required by the
fourth section of said act.

Writs and pro- Skc. 4. That all writs, processes and proceedings, in

gese returna- the counties composing said judicial district shall be return-
ed as now provided for by law, until such juigeis clected and
qualified, and no suits, pleas,” indictments, processes or
proceedings, shall be qunashed or discontinued in conse-
qnence of the formation of such district, or the change of
time in holding courts therein, but all business of said court
shall be dispused of in its regular order.

Sgc. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after the first day of March next, rovided, The same
shall be publishad in the Iowa City Republican, Iowa State
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Democrat, and Davenport Gazette, or any two of them, pri-
or tu that tine.
